THE OPENING OF THE HOUSE. 

The legislature opened yesterday 
according to programme. The Speech 
from the Throne was really a longer 
document than we had anticipated, 
and touches upon a variety of topics. 
Some of these include the prosperotrs 
conditions which exist at the present 
time lu mining-, agriculture and lum- 
bering. This is done without making 
any special claims to credit in that 
regard. No government that has re- 
spect for the good sense of the people 
will undertake to claim that it is re- 
sponsible for good times. Prosperity 
comes and goes irrespective of the 
best efforts of lawmakers or adminis- 
trators. A government, however, can 
do much to assist the forward move- 
ment, by making conditions right, and 
especially by creating political stabil- 
ity and placing the credit of the prov- 
ince on a sound basis. These things 
the present administration has done. 
It would be foolish to say that a gov- 
ernment could do anything towards 
creating a demand for lumber in the 
Northwest. It is to be observed, 
however, that the Injury to be inflicted 
upon the industry by the legislation 
of last session, as predicted by the

The announcement that Important 
amendments to the Land Act are con- 
templated will be welcomed.

of 11)06 the dominating topic of Do- 
minion and Provincial parliaments 
alike is still a transcontinental rail- 
way — not the Urst, nor even the sec- 
ond, but the third. The company

Imperial Defence

A Colonial Exhibition 
Efforts were being made to have the 
varied products of the province well 
represented at the colonial exhibition 
In London. This might as well have 
been written of Mr. Palmer's effective 
work In l!l0o. and shows at any rate 
persistence of policy. 

The establishment of schools to j 
meet the growing needs of an increas- 
ing population, a gratifying advance In 
the value of mining products, lihe 
opening up of the Big Bend country, j 
irrigation in the Cascade country and j 
the consolidation of the statute laws 
Of the province are matters which are 
brought under review, and surely one. 
of the most gratifying features of the 
colonization of this province has al- j 
ways been a strong regard for British 
law and a determination that its pro- 
visions shall be complied with. No- ; 
where in the world is there a stricter 
enforcement or a more healthy public 
opinion as to Its Inviolability. Much I 
of this is due to the fine judicial 
calibre of the men to whom its ad- 
ministration was first entrusted, but 
scarcely less to their worthy successors 
who have so well maintained the 
honorable traditions of the court which; 
still displays the impregnable motto, 
"Sapientla, justltia, dementia."

GEOLOGISTS and paleontologists are 
familiar witli the sandstone footprints 
of prehistoric birds and animals In 
Connecticut. Slabs of this stone have 
been transferred to European museums to 
give evidence of the glacial period. But 
no more remarkable testimony of that 
time has been discovered among them] 
than ICochega'n Rock, a gigantic bowlder I 
which was brought to Its resting place be- 
tween Norwich and New London centuries! 
a.go. It Is eighty feet long, seventy feet 
high, and Is estimated to contain about' 
seventy thousand cubic feet of stone, It! 
woidd probably weigh more than ten thou- 1 
sand tons. 

i Many famous geologists have examined 
ibis rock, but none have- been able to morel 
than conjecture of '.what it Is composed or 
whence. it .came. Tnough there are many 
other smaller bowlders which have been 
left' In the vicinity by glaciers, they are 
totally different from the Cochegan Hock.' 
Geologists who have explored the regions! 
of the far North have failed to find any 
stone which resembles it In composition. 
The most plausible theory is that the rock 
originally formed part of some great rock 
formation In the American continent tit a 
point so far north that it has never been! 
visited by civilized man. 

The Indians of the region say that the 
bowlder was used as a council block by 
their ancestors for many generations.
